be tried by civil courts, and pot by military 
tribunals, with all the rights in such cases as are 
secured by the seventh article of the treaty 
of 1795; and, second, that all sentences, 
where American citizens bave heretofore 
been tried by miiitary tribunals, shall be 
annulled. Spain, in some degree, concedes the 
claim of the United Ststes to the first proposi- 
tion, agreeing that in fature American citizens 
accused of violation of law shal! be tried by 
the ordinary tribuvals, with the right to be heard 
by counsel, to summon witnesses, and employ all 
otber necessary safeguards to the accused, but 
with the reservation that all such trials shail be 
according to the law of 1821, which provides 
for more expeditious proceedings than those of 
the civil courte for common crimes in 
time of peace. She also offers to revise al! sen- 
tences pasned by Courts-martial on American 
citizens, where it shall be satisfactorily shown 
that such sentences were in violation of eatab- 
lished law. This reply is uosatisfactory to the

GETTING INTO CONGRESSIONAL HARNESS—RE- 
OBUITS AND VYETEBANS—EPICUREBAN AGENCIES— 
THE KING OF THE LOBBY—THE WHITE HOUSE— 
THE CABINET HOUSES—CONGRESSIONAL HOUSE- 
HOLDS—IMPECUNIOUS EX-CONGRESSMEN—THE 
PRESS INVASIONS—CHARITABLE MATTERS,

Warnineton, D. C., Dec. 11.—Congress gots 
into harness slowly, and it is evident that not 
much work will be accomplished before the holi- 
day recess. Horses, which have been all summer 
ent at grass, are evidently not happy when in 
the autumn the harness once more presses on 
the old places, while y ef bags wince and 
plunge when they first find that they cannot/go 
ahead without pulling at their traces. So with 
the old stagers and the newly-elected M. O.’s. ; 
they are restive at first and not disposed to 
work in the Congressional harness, but in a 
month or six weeks they will be plodding along 
like good fellows, perfecting legislation, and 
anxious to finish the work of the session.

THE WHITE HOUSE 

is the name almost universaliv given to the resi- 
dence of the President, althongh it is called of- 
ficialiy ‘‘The Executive Mansion.” It is con- 
structed, as is the central portion of the Capitol, 
of sandstone, quarried on an island at the mouth 
of Acquia Creek, in Virginia, which disintegrates 
on being exposed to the air, and is protected b 
occasional coats of white paint. Gen. Babcoc 
has had the entire charge of the White House 
since the commencement of the Grant Adminis- 
tration, and be has displayed great taste in the 
expenditure of the liberal appropriations annu- 
ally placed at his disposal by Congress. The 
conservatory has been especially improved, and 
visitors walk from the drawing-rooms into a 
charming winter-garden, with a brave show of 
azaleas, camellias, begonias, roses, and tropical 

lants. 
4 Mra. Grant will not have her danghter, Mrs. 
Sartoris, with her this winter, but Col. Fred 
Grant and wife are domiciled at the White 
House. The Colonel is in the banking business 
here with a nephew of Senator Sherman, and 
tlie firm has already secured quite an extensive 
business. Mrs. Fred Grant was at the wedding 
of one of the English Secretaries of Legation, 
Mrs. Doveton Haggard, this morning, and look 
ed charmingly mm a purple vélyet suit, with bon- 
net to match, all trimmed with violet velvet.

THE CABINET HOUSES. 

Secretary Fish gave notice last fall to his land- 
lord, ex-Senator Morgana, of New York, that he 
desired to vacate the house which he bas hos- 
pitably occupied, and ‘it was leased to Repre- 
sentative Elijah Ward. But Secretary Fish de- 
cided to rémain here, and Mr.: Ward, on learning 
this, courteously gave up his lease, leaving the 
Secretary of State in possession of bis Washing- 
ton home. Nowhere in Washington does 
oné meet such pleasant people as at 
Secretary Fish’s, which is the headquarters, as 
it were, of the foreign diplomats and their fam- 
ilies, besides the many friends of the old Kuick- 
erbocker host aud hostess. Dbey ofien have 
their married daughters—Mra. 5 y Webster 
and Mrs. Maj. Benjamin—with them, and they 
have one unmarried daughter. At the diplomat- 
ic wedding above referred to, Mrs. Fish wore a 
black silk walking-dress trimmed with veivet, a 
velvet cloak trimm@@ with silk, anda light bon- 
net, while Miss Fish wore a navy-blue walking- 
suit, of silk and velvet. 

Secretary Bristow has gone to housekeeping 
on K street, between Thirteenth and Fourteenth. 
Secre Chandjer occupies bis oWn house on 
H street, with his soa-in-law, Representative 
Eugene Hale, of Maive, and two bouncing 
young grandsons. Secretary Robeson’s bouse, 
on K street, is the favorite resort of jolly old 
sea-dogs, and of the nice young men of the 
navy. Secretary Belknap’s queenly wife is just 
now 80 devoted to “ that blessed baby” of hers 
that she is seldom seen in society. And Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Cadwallader has a fine 
bachelor establishment on Connecticut avenue, 
over which bis unmarried sister presides. These 
** Cabinet ladies” are all *“‘ at home” on Wednes- 
days. 

CONGRESSIONAL HOUSEHOLDS. 

Previous to the War there were seldom, if 
ever, twenty Cougressmen who kept house here 
during the session, and not over forty, or at the 
most fifty, brought their wives to the metropo- 
lis. Now there are upwards of fifty Senators 
and Representatives who keep house, and twen- 
ty-six Senators and seventy-one Representatives 
are accompanied by their wives. Even Elder 
Cannon, of Utah, who is reported as having a 
house full of wives at Salt Lake City, has 
brought a wife here, who certainly appears to be 
i a lady-like, well-informed person, although 
Anp Eliza denies that such are to be found ino 
Brigham’s jurisdiction. 

After the holidays there will be at least 100 
Congressmen’s wives and daughters here, and it 
has been proposed that they organize a Female 
Congress. Every State would be well represent- 
ed, and the grave questions of etiquette which 
arise here conid be discussed and decided. There 
are scandals, also, which need investigation, 
and which play an important part in 
the winters chronicles. It is not very 
long ago since some scandalous anopy- 
mous letters were traced so directly to the 
wife of a Cabinet officer, that he was forced to 
resign his portfolio, although this, the real 
cause of his retirement, was kept out of the 
newspapers. Itis not'to be expected, however, 
that there should not be a deal of gossip, flying 
to and fro like a shuttle, in the parlors of hoteis 
and at the morning receptions. People will talk, 
and an innuendo, with a knowmg shrug of the 
shoulders, will often be the foundation for a 
startling rumor. 

EX-CONGRESSMEN. 

One of the most melancholy sights heré is the 
phalanx of ex-members of Congress, who not 
only imagine themselves, like Mark T A 
victims to “adverse circumstances,” but 
under the delusion that the political party with 
which they have seted owes them a place. 
Those who were Republicans when m Congress, 
want now to be appointed to foreign missions, 
Consulates, Indian Agencies, or Revenue Super- 
visorships, while those who were Democrats 
clamor for positions in the House army of subor- 
dinates. Failing to receive these coveted situa- 
tions, they wiil fali back into the ramka of the 
lobbying ex-members. Having admission to the 
floor of the House, they will unblushingly use, 
or rather abase, their intimacy with their 
former 6, snd attempt te trade 
upon their votes im the most shame- 
less manner. It was once proposed that 
the United States Government should establish 
and liberally endow an asylum for these impe- 
comous ex-Congressmen on the slopes of Mount 
Elias, where they might find a home, food, and 
clothing, uoder penaity of imprisqnment at hard 
labor should they ever afterward oreak bounds 
and return to Washington. Some of these days, 
I may have something to sayin detail about 
these lobby-leeches, and the schemes for de- 
pleting the Treasury which they have been the 
engineers of.

RAILROADS. 


THE POOLED LINES. 

The managers of the pooled lines leading to 
the East held a meeting at tho office of the Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne Railroad yesterday after- 
noon. There were present Messrs. J. F. Joy, 
President Michigan Central Railroad; John 
Newell, General Manager Michigan Sonthern 
Railroad; and J. N. McCullough, General Man- 
ager of the Pitteburg & Fort Wayne Railroad. 
Besides these there were also present several of 
the Genera! Superintendents and General Freight 
Agents of the above lines. Mr. W. 0: Quincy, 
Genera! Manager of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
roa d, also called in during the afternoon. The 
meeting was strictly private, and it was almost 
impossible to ascertain what was done. It how- 
ever leaked out that no action was taken yester- 
day im regard to the contemplated advance of 
freight-rates to 50 cents per hundred on grain 
and fourth class, and $1 on flour per bar- 
rel, it being deemed more advisable to 
wait and see what action the millers of the North- 
west and the American Board of Transportation 
and Commerce would take. It is also under- 
stood that arrangements were made by which 
the Baltamore & Ohio isto enter the pool with 
ite Ohicago branch. This, bowever, is of littie 
importance, as the Baltimore & Ohio has acted 
all along with the pool in all matters relating to 
freight rates. Twoof the pool managers are 
known to be strongly in favor of making another 
advance, and they will undoubtedly sueceed un- 
less the pressare which is being brought to bear 
upon them from all sides changes their deter- 
mination, If the increase 1s made, the railroads 
will find that thev have acted unwiselv, and in- 
jured themselves farmore than the shippers. 
Shippers are dotermined to resist any further 
advanoe, and, rather than submit to if, will cease 
their shipments during the winter. The raii- 
roads can far better afford torun large trains 
and full cars at reasonable rates than ruo small 
trains and empty cars at high rates. 


COUNTERFEIT TICKETS. * 

The General Ticket Agent of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quainev Railroad declared yester- 
day that there were in circulation a number of 
counterfeit tickets. These tickets appear to be 
issued by the Boston & Albany Railroad, andare 
apparently from Springfield, Mass., to Denver 
and retura. It is not known how many of them 
are in existence, or how many have been used. 
The bogus tickets in the possession of Mr. Pow- 
ell are merely the coupons used over his line. 
They are earily detected, the name of the Gen- 
eral Ticket Agent, Mr. J. M. Griggs, being ip 
type instead of writing. As orders bave been 
given to all conductors to look out for these 
counterfeits, people must be careful and see 
that the name on the ticket they buy is written 
and not printed. As long aa stich bogus tickets 
are in circulation it will be weli for travelers to 
buy their tickets only at the regular offices. 


ITEMS. 

The officers of the Chicago & Alton and Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne Railroads state that thus far 
they have taken no action about the erection of 
& depot on Canal and Madison streets, and it is 
hardly probable that they will begin to build in 
the spring. Mr.J.C. McMullin, the General 
Manager of the Chicago & Alton Railroad, says 
that he bas been enthusiastic about the erection 
of that depot for the last fifteen years, and he 
is afraid that he will have to keep up his enthu- 
siasm for some time yet. 

Mr. J. C. Clark, the Genaral Manager of the 
Illinois Central, stated vesterday that his road 
had no objection if anybody wanted to go to the 
expense and build a pier east of their track and 
south of Randolph street. He could not for the 
life of him see how any one could gét to it, all 
the space being occupied by their tracks. He 
believed that the action of the Council Monday 
night was for buncombe and effect. 

The Dakota Southero Railroad has carried 
more grain during the month of November than 
in any previous month sipee the completion of 
the road. There were shipped eastward over the 
line 511 car-loads of grain. 


BLOOMVINGTON BUSINESS MEN.

New York, Dec. 10.—Of all the odd occupa- 
tions of this Metropolis, probably the oddest is 
tht of a genius who advertises to “ paint black 
eyes and bruised noses so as to defy detection.” 
His place is on Centre street, and his sign-board 
is read daily by thousands wh? ride up and down 
in the Fourth avenue cars, but many of whom 
doubtless regard it as a joke. But it is the most 
serious thing imaginable, and the party is occa- 
sionally overrun with work: ‘This locality, 
however, is on the edge of the slumsof New 
York, and his customers are among the 
plug-uglies and lower classes, who 
get into a rowand come outwith a blackened 
eye. Those who are politicians (as most of them 
are) wish to be presentable the next day; s0 off 
they go to this painter-chap, who, with the skill 
of an artist, proceeds to paint over with flesh- 
colors the darkened hues. This interesting busi- 
ness is not confined to one locality nor to one in- 
dividual. A well-known portrait-painter, whose 
studio is not far fromthe National Academy 
building, has, contrary to his own wishes, found 
himself occupied quite extensively, the past year, 
in covering up with flesh-colored paint the 
black and biue spots on the human face divine, 
He recently informed me tbat the first 
case he had came from a volunteer 
offer on his part to paint over a bruised place 
upon the eye of a friend. He succeeded so well 
that soon after another case offered; and atill 
later it became noised around among actresses 
and actors that he was an adept in covering 
blotches. Now, stranmgeas it may seem, there 
are thousands in this city who think it a very 
smart trick to follow in the wake of the theatri- 
cal profession,—to imitate or ape actors and 
actresses,—as witoess the efforts of leading 
modistes to be known as the proteges of popular 
fashiovable theatres. The business grew, until 
my artist friend assured me that hardly a day 
passes that he is not called upon to exercise his 
skill in this peculiar live. ‘

JOHN KELLY, MORRISSEY, AND TILDEN.

Shortly after the War, there came fron the 
South, to reside in this city, an poo entle- 
man, who had managed, by dint of g Roots 
ness and foresight, to accumnlete considerable 
property. About four years ago he died, leaving 
hie wealth, to the amount of $1,000,000, to his 
four children.

There is great demorahzation among the Turk- 
ish troops, who throw away their arms and am- 
munitioa in flight. 

THE MONTENEGRINS. 

Vienna, Noy. 28.—The report of Chefket Pasha 
that the bulk of the bands opposed to him in the 
last operations consisted of Montenegrins, and 
the news of the mismoa of Cristics.to Montene- 
gro, are producing a reaction at Constantinople 
which it will tal all the influence of the Powers 
aud of the Grand Vizier to check. 

Beruty, Nov. 29.—The strained relations which 
bave supervened between Austria and Mon- 
tenegro simce the practical suspension of the 
negotiations betweeo Austria and Russia have 
led to am eager exchange of opinions between 
Montenegro aud Russia. 

Bupa-lgestx, Noy. 29.—On the representation 
of the powers about the large bodies of Monte- 
pegrins who had taken part in the last engage- 
ment in Herzegoviua. the Prince of Montenegro 
has declared that this was dove without his con- 
sent and knowledge, 

Berwuiuy, Nov. 30.—Eight thousand Montene- 
grins, uoder Peter Vukotie, with eighteen guns, 
are stationed near Grahova, to take part in the 
expected battle, The Austrian troops in 
Dalmatia are being reinforced.

Berwin, Nov. 28.—Ujubibratics has blowp-up 
the Turkish fort commanding the important pass 
of Presje&, in the Zubsi district. 

CAN'T SEND REINFOROEMENTS. 

Raausa, Nov. 28.—Raouf Pasha is at Gatzko 
with twenty-five battalions of troops. His cour- 
ier from Constantinople is stated to have been 
captured by the insurgents, and in the letters 
found upon him the Tarkish Government, it is 
said, declares it imposaible to send him fresh 
reinforcements, and requests him to give battle 
to the insurgents. 

SERVIA AND AUSTRIA,

The nee bad tong reported tae presence and 
the effects of storms, and the idea of predicting 
them may have occurred to other scientists; 
but a =member or —ithis Acailemy first 
suggested the means of making the telegraph practi- 
cally Valuable in predicting them. In December, 1469, 
he sent to the Hon. Halbert E. Paine, then a member 
of Congress from Milwaukee, a memorial representing 
the duty and the necessity on the part of the Govern- 
meut to make an effort to prevent the loss of life arid 
property on the great lakes; the possibility of pre- 
ai the occurrence of destructive storms, and how 
it could be done, The memorial was accompanied by 
along list of disasters that had occurred upon the 
lakes that year, The facts presented to Congress by 
Dr. Lapham through Mr. Paine were the 
means of securing the adoption of measures 
for weather predictions, and itis now claimed that 86 
per cent of them have proved correct. They have al- 
ready become a prime necessity to the commerce of 
the lakes and the ocean, to agriculture, and in fact to 
the entire business of the country. He spent most of 
the winter of 1870-’Ti.in Chicago assisting in the or- 
ganization of the Signal Service, and in maxing up the 
results of observations Ypon which the first “ storm 
predictions ” or probabilities were based. How much 
every Sailor, ship-owner, and others engaged in the 
comumeree of our grest lakes, in that of our orean coast- 
wits trade, farmers, and others who 
look to the ° Probabilities » for iN 
guide to their daily action, .are indebted 
to Dr. Lapham for these advantages, it would be im- 
possible even to begin to estimate. Hundreds if not 
thousands of hves and millions of money have been 
saved by them, and their value will go on increasing 
to the end of time, 

Dr. Lavham was eminently a self-made man. His 
life and emiment services show what careful ob- 
servation and untiring industry can -actom- 
plish, His early education did mot go be- 
yond the common school, and yet in 1860 he 
received from Amherst College the honorary degree of. 
LL. D., and had Won a position among the very first 
scientists in this, and perhaps in any other country. 
He was @ member of nearly all the scientific societies 
in this country and in Europe. His labors and his 
great success in life should stimulaigga host ef our 
young men to go and do likewise.

Gov. Bross placed a paper in the hands of the 
President, written by Mir. J. PF. Bailey, Marion, 
Ga., on the snbject of * Meteors.” ‘The list of 
donations was then read, after which the Com- 
mittee on Membership reported favorably on the 
application of Edward W. Nelson, and the gen- 
tleman was elected unauimously. 

The lecturer of the evening, Judge Caton, of 
Ottawa, was then announeed,‘and began bis re- 
marks on the 

“REINDEER OF AMERICA.” 

After referring briefly to the genus and species 
of the reindeer, the Judge said the feature which 
distioguished it from ail other species of the 
deer family was that the female was furnished 
with antlers aswell ag the male. The antlers 
were cast every year, but the female retained 
them until. after the birth of her young, by 
means of which the mother was enabled to pro- 
tect them. The antlers of the male were larger, 
and used as weapons, but they were only re- 
tained during the fall and winter, while the female 
kept hers tiil May. Another peculiarity was the 
spreading foot, enabling it to pass over suo0ws 
and marshy ground without sinking. It was 
aiso remarkable that the frog of the foot became 
absorbed. in the fall, and wore away, leaving a 
sharp surface, whic h took hold of the ice, and 
gave the reiudeer a more secure footing. 

The reindeer lived in the extreme northern lat- 
itudes, Thetwo species in the United States 
were the Woodlawn Caribou, or larger species, 
and the Barren Ground Caribou, about one-half 
as large. They were so named from the charac- 
terof the portions of North America around 
Hudson’s Bay, where they were mostly found. 
le winter the smaller species moved north, and 
in summer they moved south. Lbe movements of 
the larger species were exactly opposite, and of 
course they met during the year, althongh it was 
a curious fact that they never intermingled or 
interbred, thus prgving that they were distinct 


species. 

In Norway they were often kept in herds of 
10,000 or more, and, as they were used for draw- 
ing eledges, as pack avimals, and as their milk 
was the life of the country, they proved the 
wealth of that frozen, section. They were do- 
mesticated aod used ali through Northern Eu- 
rope to the extremes of Siberia, in Asia, and 
éven as faras Behring’s Straits. In the Fast 
they grew larger and were worked double, their 
owners frequentiy riding them. Their principal 
food, without which they could exist but a few 
moptha, was lichens, or reindeer moss, and this 
was imported into all the zoological gardens of 
Europe where it was sought to domesticate the 
animals. 

The reindeer bad not been domesticated in 
America to a great extent, but the speaker 
thought experiments would prove the practica- 
bility of the plan. While they were naturally 
shy, and never became as gentie as American 
deer, were fond of balking, overturning sledges, 
and cansing troable generally to their owners 
and the Lap milkmaids who tried to milk them, 
still the speaker thought their domestication 
would be attended with success, and the habits 
of domestication be made heredi-:afy in time. 

The Judge's remarks were illustrated with 
specimen skeletons, upon which the fur had 
been preserved, and with maps, and were heard 
with interest by all present.

How It Has Been Victimized by 
its Town Odlicers. 


Report of the Committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Association.

The Various Remedies which May Be 
Resorted To, 


Yesterday afternoon the Executive Committee 
of the Citizens’ Association heid a meeting ia 
the rooms of tne Associatiop ia the Merchants’ 
Building, when the Committee on Taxation, to 
whom had beén referred the south Town mat- 
ter, made the foilowing report : 

Vothe Rxecutive Cormmmittee of the Citizens’ A sesocia- 
tion af Chicago: Your Committesa on Taxation, to 
whom was referred the matter of the misappropriation 
of public money by some of the officers of the Town 
Board of South Chicago, have the honor te report as 
follows: From the best evidence they have been able 
to obtain, they believe that the information contained 
in the communication of the Secretary of the Associa- 
tion to this Committee is subetantially cerrect, and 
that the oilicers of the town have voted to themseives, 
and have taken, under the name of compensation, the 
following sums: In the year 1875, about $16,000; in 
the year — about $29,000. ‘These sums are in 
addition ample compensation for ail neces- 
sary i le and over and above the com- 
pensation which your Committeso beheve is 
sllowed by . law. For the year I1s7> they 
have voted to themselves $3,000,—more than it is be- 
heved they are entitled to receive: but whether they 
will our Comat the amount or pot depends solely, as 

Pe so nn believe, upon the action of the 
Association. 


— Committee have been unable to find any 
authority of law for the amount of compensation 
which has been taken, and = pscndned to be taken by 
the Supervisor and Town Clerk—nor bas any been 
suggested tothem. Thelaw is also beleved to be 
that, imsiead of $5,000, which the Assessor receives, he 
is Only entitled to less than $500, 

THE COLLECTOR'S PAY. 

In regard to the compensation of the Collector, 
there is perhaps, room for doubt, and two reputable 
attorneys have given an opinion to the effect that his 
compensation may be fixed by the Town Board. 
From the best advice your Committee has bern able to 
obtain, they think the compensstion of the Collector is 
limited by the iaw to $1,500, The Town Board have 
voted to him, for the year 1875, $12,000, and.in ad- 
dition thereto, 4 percent of the city tax which he col- 
lects, which will probably swell his gains for the year

Your Committee have been informed of other irreg-

which your Committee are advised cam be used for a 
redress of these grievances; 

First—En joining the colection of the town tax. 

Second—Enjoining the Misappropriation of the 
money after it is coliected, 

Thord—Bringing suit against the officers and their 
suretaes to recover the amounts illegally taken, 

Mourth—Indictwent. 

Your Committee are informed that en attempt was 
made last year by the Association to enjoin the coilec- 
tion of the tax by a bill for that purpose, filed in the 
Cirenit Court of the county, which was not successful, 
the Court being of opinion that the suit would not be 
maintained. They are not satisfied that the opinion 
was correct in law, and that @ resort to another tribu- 
nai—as the Cireuit Court of the United States— ht 
have a different result, It would be improper to criti- 
cise the decision of the Circuit Court of the county, 
but your Committee are advised by competent lawyers 
that there is a room for doubt as to its being a correct 
exposition of the hw. 

But whether the coilection of the tax can be enjoined 
or not, it gowrns tolerably certain that 

THE MISAPPROPRIATION OF THE MONEY 
ean be prevented. Your Committee are informed that 
a suit for this purpose was instituted last year by the 
Association and an injunction obtained, but, for some 
reason not fuily explained to your Committee, this 
suft was withdrawn in June last, and the money al- 
lowed to be taken, 

The law gives tothe Town Board the right to sue 
upon the bond of the Collector and Supervisor for any 
viviation of its conditions, Your Committee are in- 
formed that the signers of the bonds of the town offi- 
cers are responsibie, and they know of no reason why 
the money which has been taken without warrant of 
law cannot be recovered, 

UPON THE REMEDY BY INDICTMENT, 

it is only neceseary to remark that so far as the Colleo- 
tor is eoncerned he would probably be saved by 
the opinions of his attorneys, and the doubt 
in the construction of the law: the Assessor 
mightalso escape forthe same resson, but the other 
officers bave no such excuse, The law imposes a severe 
penalty for a willfuland corrupt malfeasance in office 
or diversion of toe public money,and the action of some 
of the town officials seems to be of that character. 

Your Committee are satisfied that the procee dings 
of some of the officers of the town have been unlawful 
and criminal, and that public money has been delib- 
erately taken from the eh without autbority of 
law. There may be difficulties in the proof and in the 
technicai rnies of law, but your Committee respectfully 
recommend that the matter be vigorously prosecuted, 
and thatif it is ed advisabie all the remedies 
be tried at 4, so that if one should fail some may be 
fgand which will effectually prevent the corrupt ad- 
ministration of our affairs, 

Warrants for the collection of the entire annual tax 
both for city and county, amounting to more than ten 
millions doliars, will go into the hands of the Collect- 
ors of South, North,end West Chicago, during this 
month, of which more than half falls upon South 
Chicago.

In the trial of the three judges of election 
for willful neglect of duty, which was begun 
yesterday in the Criminal Court, it was clear- 
ly evident that the Sheriff had undertaken 
the disposal of the case by means of the jury. 
The original panel was exhausted in per- 
emptory challenges and challenges for 
cause by the prosecution, the panel 
being made up of  saloon-loafers, 
bummers, gamblers, etc. The special 
venire was no better, although the Sheriff was 
especially charged with the duty of bringing 
in reputable business-men. The State’s- 
Attorney. having exhausted his limit in per- 
emptory challenges, was forced to accept an 
unsatisfactory jury at last, with a prospect of 
acquittal or disagreement, no matter what the 
evidence may be. There seemed to be no 
remedy for this state of things—at least, none 
that the prosecution could devise or enforce. 
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The Citizens’ Association, through its 
efficient Committee on Taxation, has been 
engaged in investigating the subject of South 
Chicago tax-stealing, and the report pre- 
sented by the Committee abounds in plain 
statements and vigorous recommendations. 
In spite of the fact that they were unlaw- 
fully denied access to the records in the office 
of the Town Clerk, the investigators were 
able to ascertain beyond question that under 
the guise of “‘ salaries and expenses ” of town 
officers the tax-payers have been villainously 
robbed. Four remedies are proposed, viz. : 
Enjoining the collection of the town tax; 
enjoining the misappropriation of the money 
after it is collected; bringing suit against 
the officers and their sureties to recover the 
amounts illegally taken; and the indictment 
of the tax-grabbers, The Committee recom- 
mend that all these remedies be tried to- 
gether, so that if the guilty officials escape 
on one count they may be held on another. 


' KING LAMAR. 

The Democratic majority in the House of 
Representatives has abdicated. Humbly 
conscious of the fact that it was in imminent 
danger of making a collective fool of itself, 
it has hastily thrown away the power it was 
afraid to use, has elected the ex-Confederate 
Lamar as its Kinz, and has empowered him 
to appoint, purely in accordance with his own 
royal will, a Star-Chamber of thirteen per- 
sons, who are to inform the Democratic 
sheep in Congress assembled what measures 
may be introduced and what course shall be 
taken on each. The “thirteen” are to be 
ringmasters and the rest the trained mules in 
the circus. The Democrats were actually 
afraid toeven trust themselves with the 
choice of their baker's dozen of despots.

This action, though unprecedented in some 
respects, still revives memories of the past.

Now the old “ doughface” 
sentiment shows itself again. The party 
throws itself at the feet of a man who served 
in the Confederate army, sat in the Gonfed- 
erate Congress, and represented the Confed- 
eracy at a foreign Capital.

Now the Democrats have given him 
absolute power over that Government, as far 
as they can. He can constitute the Star- 
Chamber precisely as he wishes, and can so 
shape the whole legislative policy of the coun- 
try. In thus placing practically supreme 
power in utterly irresponsible hands, the 
Democrats, again, have simply followed their 
favorite party policy of creating a ‘‘ Boss.” 
Lamar is their Boss. He is the Smion who 
says “‘ Thumbs up!” and *‘ Thumbs down!”

THE FELON TWEED. 

A dispatch from New York intimates 
upon pretty good authority that the felon 
Tweep is at large in New York City, and 
that he has made no effort to leave it. 
Whether this dispatch be true or untrue, the 
escape of Twrxp and the failure to make him 
disgorge are a dreadful comment upon the 
pusillanimous and contemptible manner in 
which justice has been administered. From 
the first institution of the suits against 
Twrep, the courts and the lawyers have 
bedeviled and deluded the law, justice, and 
the public, and disgusted the whole nation. 
TwEeEp was placed on Blackwell's Island for 
a short time, and was then quibbled out and 
into Imdlow Street Jail, from which he 
walked out with immunity, the conven- 
ient deputies leaving the doors open 
for him. During his pretended incarcer- 
ation he lived like a Prince. He was allowed 
to ride about the city, to air himself in Cen- 
tral Park, to visit his friends, and to dine in 
the club-houses, in charge of an easy-going 
deputy. Finally, his jail-doors are opened 
and he walks off, still having the six millions 
which he has stolen in his possession. No 
attempt was made to stop him. No well- 
organized attempt will be made to recover 
him. No earnest effort will be made to seize 
the six millions which he has stolen. And 
this is the way they treat a felon and a rob- 
ber in New York! They do these things 
better among the “effete monarchies” 
of tke Old World, upon which we 
affect to look down with dofty con- 
tempt and compassion, and at whose 
administration of justice and government 
we are accustomed to smile. The contrast is 
not strikingly in our favor when we lovk at 
their method of administering justice to 
official thieves. How long is this infamous 
condition of things to remain without 
change? Is this lax and corrupt method of 
tampering with the laws never to be re- 
formed? Why has Tweep not been pun- 
ished? What prevents the immediate seiz- 
ure of the property which he has stolen? If 
the laws cannot be administered, why are 
they not remodeled? If they are so full of 
technicalities and quibbles that a convicted 
felon cannot be punished, why are they not 
divested of these quibbles and technicalities ? 
This mockery of justice cannot go on for- 
ever. There nust be a limit to it somewhere, 
and unless reforms are instituted that limit 
will be found in the courts of Judge Lrnoxz 
and at the lamp-post. 


LET US. INVESTIGATE. 

The new Congress is little more than a 
week old, and already the champion investi- 
gator has appeared. Lurrreut of California 
is he hight, and of course he is a rock-rooted 
and mountain-buttressed Bourbon. There is 
nothing small or mean about Lurrrrtn.. He 
is going into the wholesale business, and is 
prepared to make ‘“‘Rome howl.” The 
American Eagle will have to scream now if he 
has never screamed before, and pluck out all 
his tail-feathers in an agony of despair. Says 
‘Lutter of California, the investigator : 
“Demotrats of the House, each of these 
points ¢overs a wrong to be exposed and 
checked. The people demand truth at your 
hands. They will sustain you in unveiling it.” 
And then the ruthless Lurrreut of California 
commences to remove the veil from the fifty 
investigations which he proposes to make,— 
a veil denser, more mysterious, and consider- 
ably larger “than the one Kuorassan wore. 
The negligent telegraph has not yet given us 
the details of these fifty investigations which 
are to cause such a commotion in the breast 
of the American Eagle and shatter the last 
lingering reliance we have in official integrity. 
It only gives us a glimpse of a few. It evi- 
dently intends to break the news gradually 
and let us down easily. The few which are 
given, however, are gigantic, overpowering, 
stunning, bewildering. They take the 
breath away and leave the reader dazed. 
First comes Bertanar, Secretary of War. 
Lurrrett of California wants him investi- 
gated for carrying off cannon, guns, and 
blunderbusses, war-horses, jacks, and mules, 
tents, overcoats, and blankets, jerked beef, 
hard-tack, and pea coffee, and other material 
of war to the value of $800,000,000, for 


which money he has never made account! 


No wonder our army is a little, starveling 
one. These millions would not only pur- 
chase all the war-material in the country, but 
also the whole army,—Colonels, Brigadier- 
Generals, Major-Generals, Lieutenant-Gen- 
erals, and General, with West Point, all the 
frontier forts, and the militia of the country, 
including the First Llinois Regiment, thrown 
in. It is high time that rapacious robber, 
that greedy son of Mans and Brttrona, 
who guards the Star-Spangled Banner and 
awes the effete monarchies of Europe, was 
stopped in his furtive career. If not checked 
he will carry off the American Eagle himeelf 
and sell him to some foreign power. But 
BetxnaP is not alone in his stealing. Lor- 
TRELL of California boldly alleges that our 
jolly sea-dog and son of Nepruyz who pre- 
sides overour navy has coolly walked away 
with $40,000,000 worth of monitors, sloops 
of war, tugs, anchors, lockers, chains, and 
ballast, and sold them at the old junk- 
stores. So here we are, liable at any 
moment to be involved in a war with 
the bloody Don Atronwso or some other 
Spanish Don, and when we get ready to go to 
work, find ourselves withont either army or 
navy, both having been stolen and sold for 
$840,000,000—in which millions the Secre- 
taries of the War and Navy are now rolling 
over and over. Lorrreut of California also 
takes high moral ground. He wants a com- 
mittee to investigate whether the appropria- 
tions for internal improvement are not un- 
dermining ‘public morality. This is impor- 
tant, and the investigation ought to be 
thorough. The publicis yearning to know 
if the improvements in the Calumet River 
may not after all be at the bottom of the 
dreadful condition of things in our 
City Government; if the location of 
new lighthouses is not luring on 
untold thousands to destruction: if the 
building of new custom-houses and post- 
offices is not offsetting the labors of our 
Young Men's Christian Associations; and if 
of seeds, and improvements of dams and 
dalles are not preventing missionary labors. 
Who knows that the settling of the Chicago 
Government buildings may not be account- 
able for the corruptions in our County Board 
and the moral apathy of Convis? Who knows 
that Twerp did not escape owing to the 
agitation of the Southern Pacific Railroad 


a committee to investigate Ben BuTuxs and 
discover how it is thet this cross-eyed man 
of destiny always turns up as counsel in im- 
portant cases, This is a matter which does 
not concern the people so much as it does 
Mr. Boruer. But at the same time we are 
somewhat surprised he did not include in 
this particular investigation why Senator 
Bayar, every time he is mentioned for the 
Presidency, turns up in a different State. In 
his investigation No. 5, Lurraecs of Cali- 
fornia is going to find out why Jay Cooxe 
pocketed $80,000,000 (Lurrreut of California 
is always in the millions) of Government bonds 
with Secretary McCuniocr’s permission. 
We regret that he has not included in this 
specification the repudiation of its bonds by 
the Turkish Government, which must also 
have been done with McCuiiocn’s, and per- 
haps even with Bristow's, permission. In- 
vestigation No. 6 will show that the liberties 
of the people are violated by the internal- 
revenue system. If this be so, down with 
the internal-revenue system, death to the 
Collectors, Assessors, Agents, and Super- 
visors. Shall the freedom for which our 
forefathers fought, bled, and died be preju- 
diced by the Teutonic brewer of beer who 
ruthlessly tampers with the stamp on his 
bung? Never! Shall our free institutions, 
which are the pride and boast of the 
world, be undermined, because dis- 
tillers will be crooked and tobacconists 
will not reverence the sanctity of the blue 
paper that envelops their cigar-boxes? 
Never, never! In investigation No. 7, Lur- 
TRELL Of California will relieve the yearning 
anxiety of our merchants to know whether 
they have not been robbed by the fraudulent 
increase in the value of the French franc. 
Why does Lutrretz of California stop with 
the French franc? Why does he not also 
include the possible liberties that have been 
taken with the Chinese cash, the Russian 
kopecks, the Italian scudi, the German pfen- 
nings and kreutzers, the Belgian lires, 
and the Brazilian reis?, None of these coins 
are the superiors of the French francs 
in moral honesty, while all great Bus- 
makcK’s dominions are flooded with white- 
washed copper and burnished pewter 
coins that may be robbing our unsuspecting 
merchants. These are only seven of the in- 
vessigations which Lurrret. of California 
proposes tomake. There are forty-three more ! 
As the fifty committees will be triplets, the 
whole Democratic force of the House being 
engaged in investigations, of course we shall 
lose all the Democratic reforms we were to 
have, and Mr. Barner CavuLrizxp’s plan for 
the restoration of the Republic to the primi- 
tive simplicity of the fathers will die of in- 
anition, and Carter Haragison’s burning elo- 
quence and withering scorn will be smoth- 
ered.

THIS WAY, MR. MERRIMON. 

The recent Washington advices of Tur 
Trrpunz have foreshadowed very distinctly 
the purpose of at least a formidable faction 
of the Democratic party to remove from all 
claimants for damages against the United 
States Government the taint of disloyalty, 
and thereby give the ex-Rebels and Rebel 
-sympathizers equal opportunities for raids 
upon the Treasury with those who took no 
part in the Rebellion, but stood for the 
Union. This prediction has been received by 
the Northern and more conservative Demo- 
cratic press with derision, and as something 
altogether unworthy of serious consideration. 
Yet this faction of the Democracy has already 
shown its hand. Among the very first bills 
introduced into the United States Senate was 
one by ex-Rebel Senator Mexrmon, of North 
Carolina, providin g for the repeal of so much 
-of that section of the Revised Statutes which 
forbids the payment of ‘‘certain claims.” To 
make the matter plain, we quote the law 
which Mr. Merrron desires to repeal : 

That, until otherwise ordered, it shall be unlawful 
for any officer of the United States Government to pay 
any account or demand against said Government which 
accrued or existed prior to April 18, 1861, in favor of 
any person who promoted, encouraged, or in any man- 
ner sustained the late Rebellion; or in favor of any 
person who, during said Rebellion, was not known to 
be opposed thereto, and distinctly in favor of 
jts suppression; and no pardon heretofore granted, 
or hereafter to be granted, shall authorize the 
payment of such account, claim, or demand, un- 
til this resolution is modified or repealed: Pro- 
vided, That this resolution shall not be construed 
to prohibit the-payment of claims founded upon con- 
tracta made by any of the Departments, when such 
claims were assigned, or contracted to be assigned, 
prior to April 1, 1861, to creditors of said contractors, 
loyal citizens of loyal States, in payment of debts in- 
curred prior to March 1, 1861. 

Now that a bill for the repeal of this pro- 
hibition has been actually introduced into 
the Senate, we presume that an allegation of 
such a purpose will not be hooted at as im- 
possible and ridiculous. Of course, Mr. 
Merrion does not hope to secure the pas- 
sage of such a bill in the Senate, where there 
is a Republican majority, but he has intro- 
duced it in order to give the Democratic sen- 
timent in Congress an opportunity to express 
itself, and to set a precedent which the Dem- 
ocratic side in the House will not be slow to 
follow. 

Mr. Mrrrrmon’s bill is modest in its pro- 
posed appropriation of only $400,000 to 
begin with for the payment of claims of 
those who were in rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment. This would be but a drop in the 
bucket. Or, rather, it wo~ld serve as a wedge 
to make an opening large enough to absorb 
untold scores of millions of the public 
money. The prohibition removed, and the 
precedent of an appropriation once fairly es- 
tablished, the amount set aside for this pur- 
pose would increase with every session of 
Congress, notwithstanding which the number 
of claims would never be less. Among the 
claims which would be revived by the repeal 
of this prohibition are those of the ex- Rebel 
census-takers of 1840 in the Southern States ; 
the ante-bellum mail-contractors, whose 
routes were broken up by the Rebellion ; and 
the Southern Postmasters, who claim reim- 
bursement for losses in postage-stamps on 
hand at the time the War broke out, and who 
will also desire, in all probability, to be made 
good for their loss of salary during the entire 
interregnum of the Oivil War. 

But this new raid of disloyalists on the 
United States Treasury will not stop with the 
ante-bellum claims that were wiped out by the 
subsequent treason of the claimants. Once 
disavow the umiversal doctrine that treason is 
a bar to any claim upon the Government, and 
the sufferers from the War at the South will 
endeavor to restore their fortunes at the Gov- 
ernment expense, which means at the expense 
of the people of tae North. Admit their 
right to ante-bellum claims, and their next 
step will be the refunding of the $65,000,000 
of cotton tax, with many years’ interest. 


Next in order will be the losses sustained dur. | 


ing the War at the hands of the Union 
troops. Payment for the emancipated slaves, 
assumption of the Confederate debt, reim- 
bursement for property destroyed during 
Sherman’s March to the Sea and oiler de. 
structive marches of the Union armies, are 
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some 

presented for payment. These are not any 
more repulsive to patriotism and common 
sense than the ante-bellum claims which Mr. 
Mernaimon wants to admit, so far as the prin- 


: ciple itself is concerned. 


It now remains to be seen, Mr. Merrion 
having prepared the way, how numerous and 
important a faction of the Democrats in 
Congress will approve the general proposition 
to remove the ban. Many of those really 
favorable to it may be restrained by fear of 
public opinion, and defer any open expression 
of their views until after the Presidential 
election. It will be the duty of the press and 
the public to watch the Democratic tendency 
closely, and judge of it by the fairest indica- 
tions. The undoing of the results of the War 
is the great danger to be apprehended from 
Democratic ascendency, and it is important 
to ascertain during the present session how 


large a proportion of the Democrats favor , 


that policy. 
THE EX-CONGRESSMAN. 

The ex-Congressman in Washington is a 
pitiable creature. His brief hold on place, 
power, and pelf has unfitted him for the ordi- 
nary pursuits of life. Lean and hungry, he 
yearns for the public crib. He wanders un- 
easily about the city whence he used to frank 
his washing home and distribute dried seeds 
or pub. docs. to his constitutents, according 
as the latter dwelt in the country and. wanted 
eattle-feed, or in the city and lacked kindling- 
matter for their fires. He is a constant ap- 
plicant for office, willing to go as Minister to 
any European power, not unwilling to take a 
clerkship, sometimes in the plight of Presi- 
dent Jacxson’s visitor, who began by asking 
for the mission to England and ended by in- 
quiring whetherthe President had an old pair 
of breeches he could spare. Sometimes the 
ex-Congressman gets the mission, some- 
times the clerkship or gaugership, some- 
times the old trousers. He is ubiquitous. 
He swarms at Washington. The Depart- 
ments are interspersed with him. The lobby 
knows him well; the country knows him too 
well in that capacity. He sometimes gains 
admittance, in the more humble capacity of 
Doorkeeper, to the floor which he once be- 
strode as a full-fledged M. C. One ex-Con- 
gressman is a subordinate of the Chief Clerk 
of tue House.

missioners beg leave to submit their annual report. 

THE ORGANIZATION 
of the Board of Canal Commissioners continues the 
same 28 at the date of our last report (Dec. 1, 1574), 
After their reapvointment, the Board reorganized 
May 6, by choosing Joseph Utley President, having 
charge ef the maintenance and repsirs of the Iilinos 
& Michigan Canal and the lock and dam in the Iifino’s 
River at Henry: H. G@. Anderson, Tressurer, bav- 
ing charge of all moneys received from 
tolls, suics of lots and lands, and rents of water-power 
aud leased lots; and W. N. Brainard, Secretary, hav- 
ing charge of the genera! office at Lo-xport, including 
the books, maps, and papers, and ali lots and lands 
belonging to the State in charge of the Canal Comunis- 
sioners, 
THERE ARE SERIOUS REFLECTIONS WHEN IT HAP- 

PENS IN A STREET. 

There has been uninterrupted navigation maintain- 
ed on the canal from the opening on the 15th day of 
April last until the closing on the 23th of November, 
except five days in July, caused by the rapid growth 
of water-grass on the Morris levei. To such ap ex- 
tent had the grass accumulated, that it became neves- 
sary to draw off the water and remove the trouble- 
some Obstruction. Also, three days on the Dresden 
level in early November, caused by breaking a span 
in the aqueduct, 


CAVING. 
There has 


been a further reduction in the 
cost of ordinary repairs during the past season of 
$2,398, and an increase of extraordinary repairs of 
$3,611, In our reports for 1873 and 1874 we stated that 
that part of the canal known as the “ dsep-cut,” ex- 
tending from Bridzeport to the Sag, was a constant 
source of anxiety and expense, Slides are constantly 
occurring on this portion of the canal, We have con- 
tinued the plan mentioned in our last report of driv- 
ing piles in the worst places, Rilingin brush and old 
bridge planks bei ween piles and bank, dredg ing out in 
front of and depositing the material back the piles. 
Durmg the past season we have added to our ma- 
chinery on this work one new pile-driver at a 
cost of $1,200, have purchosed 1,629 piles at a cost of 
$3,117.78 (making 8 line of piles over 3 miles in length), 
and have paid for iriving piles and dredging, $9,594.07, 
a total of $13,911.85, which is properly charge- 
abie to extraordiaary repairs, as the necessity for this 
extra work is wholly caused by the de p excavation 
through a remarkably soft alluvial soil with a siope of 
but 1 foot to |. 
THE MUD LAKE IMPOSITIOX. 
In our last report to your Excellency we called at- 
tention to the Owden-Wentworth canal, and gave a full 


deacription of that work and the results of its con- 


struction in carrying large “amounts of the soft ma- 
terial of the Mad Lake regidn into the canal, thereby 
endangering and haps seriously obstructing nevi- 
gation. A careful examination of the canal at Lock- 
port from the lock east for a distance of about 1 mile, 
m the month of September last, revealed 
the fact that our worst fears were realized. 
It was with great difficulty that loaded boats could 
Lpproach the docks and warehouses at Leckport on 
account of the large deposit of material, evidently 
from the Ogden-Wentworth Canal, In the latter part 
ot October last the dredge was removed from the 
“ deep-cut” to Lockport and put to work removing 
this deposit, meutioned above. Work was continued 
till about the close of navigation, at a total cost of 
$1,495.77. We understand that measures have been 
adoptei by the authorilies of the City of Chicago to 
prevent the future overflow of the Aux Plaines River 
into tue Ogden-Wentworth Canal, thus in 4 great 
measure preventing tue washing of ms‘eria! through 
the Chicago River into the canal, We estimate that a 
further expenditure of at least $5,000 will be necessary 
to remove the balance of the deposit from the same 
source in the hydraulic basin and canal at Lockport. 
KANKAKEE CALAMITIES, 

In 8 previous report we stated that the timbers of 
the Kankakee aqueduct were fast decaying, and would 
soon r. quire removal, In July last the tow-path bridge 
of the aqueduct broke through, and has been rebuiit 
at a cost of $1,400. In November the floor timbers of 
one span of the aqueduct broke through, aud was im- 
mediately repaired at an expense of $4606. A portion of 
the timber for rebuilding the aqueduct is on the 
ground (costing $1,202.62), acd the balance has been 
contracted for to be deiivered in tae spring. 

JOLIET’S LUXURIOUS INCLINATION. 

The timbers of the bridge over the canal at Exchange 
street, Joliet, were very much decayed, and the bridge 
in a dangerous condition, The City of Joliet made 
application to the Commissioners to build an iron 
bridge the whole width of the etreet © correspond in 
width with the one over the Aux Plaines River, but» 
few rods distant on the same etreet. Feeling that we 
had no authority tocomply with the request, an ar- 
rangement was made with the city by which 
a very substantial iron bridge, suitable to the 
wants of that city, was built, at a& cost 
of about $3,400; of which sum the State has boss 
$797.30.—being the estimated cost of re; of the 
stone abutments and building a good o y canal 


bridge, 
WHICH Is wHYr. 

On account of rebuilding the Kankakee aqueduct 
andthe hull of the steam-dredge, the extraordinary 
repairs will be considerably increased the coming year 
over the expenditure for the two previous years. 
There has been a large falling off of tonnage and re- 
ceipts thts year, which was expected, in consequence 
of the short crops along the canal and river for the 
last two years, and the continued depression of busi- 
ness, 

The canal tolls and lockage at Henry for the year 
ending Nov, 30, 1874, were $153,341.61; for the year 
ending Nov. 30,1875, $114,120.18,—showing «a falling 
off .of $39,221.48. The gross expense of the 
canal for 1874 was $738,796.38, and for 1875 
$74,511.86. The net revenue of the canal and lock for 
L875 18 6$54.040.08, being nearly $6,000 less than the 
estimate in our last report. The prospect for business 
next year is more encouraging, from the fact that very 
large crops of grain have been raised thig season along 
the line of the cana! and Illinois River. 

LITTLE WABASH RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

As by far the greater portion of business transacted 
on the river is done on the pool of the dam between 
New Haven and Carmi, without passing through the 
lock, the greater part of the benefit to the State from 
tolls is lost. We called the attention of your Excel- 
lency to this matter in our report, and recommended

THE NATIONAL ORGANIZATION. 

Lovisvitiz, Ky., i4.—The Grangers 
have set on foot a movement looking to the erec- 
tion of a building in this city by the Order 
throughout the United States, to be used as the 
headquarters of the National Grange. At the 
recent Convention of the body held in this 
city, the subject of erecting such a build- 
ing was discussed, but no Official action 
taken. A step was, however, suggested 
which was simple, and promises to be effective, 
Mr. Keliy, the Secretary of the National Grange.

MASSACHUSETTS.

The Briggs House Temporarily Ceases 
to Shelter the Stranger.

SUDDEN TERMINATION OF T's CAREER. 
The pavtry-man did it, whocver may say the 


-contrary. That apparently insignificant menial, 


that little screw ia the vast mechanism, “whose 
post is so unimportant as to be @ltogether out 
of sight of men, was in this instance the im- 
mediate cause of the breaking-down of the en- 
tire establishment. In the inmost recesses of 
his hidden lair, the pantry-man swore a huge 
oath that unless certain things came off satis- 
factorily certain other things should happen. 
He was ® mercenary man, this supervisor of the 
larder, and was never satisfied unless his wages 
were partly paid withia a month after they were 
due. - What could bs expected of a 
person With such a diseontented disposi- 
tion? The Briggs Honse proprietors onght to 
have paid him off months ago and handed him 
his discharge-papers. To keép him at his post 
was to barbor a spark in a powder-magazine. 
Yet they foolishly did it, and yesterday came the 
explosion. 

The precise manner in which the accident hap- 
pened will probably hever be known. Particu- 
lars were difficult to obtain. It may be definitély 
stated, however, that, up tothe hour of noon, 
business was progressing as usual at the hotei. 
The aristocratic clerks in the office were smiling 
the customary bland smile over the heads of 
anxiously-inquiring guests. Bell-boys were har- 
rying to and fro. Porters were industriously 
enjashing plethoric trunks. Down-stairs the 
preparations for dinner were being 
carried oa with undiminished vigor. True, 
there existed among the 200 employes 
a well-defined yearning for tucre owed 
to them by the proprietors, but they had not 
reached a stage of open revolt. It was in the 
miist of the culinary preparations that the pan- 
try-man stood forth and addressed the assembled 
scullions, cooks, and waiters. His words were 
brief yet emphatic, declaring that unless the 
hotel proprietors paid up immediately he should 
quit work. His expressions were universally 
approved, and a delegation was sent tothe of- 
fice with a message to that effect. The delega- 
tion returned with the announceméot that pay- 
ment had been refused. Then rose up 4 howl of 
indignation, and all hands stopped in their labors. 
The meat burned in the oven, the pastry was 
flung in a crude state upon the floor, and con- 
fusion reigned. The reckless pantry-man in the 
height of virtuous indignation -set upon the de- 
fenseless crockery, and dashed plates and plat- 
ters wildly around the room, nor pansed until 
he bad demolisbed several bundred dollars’ 
worth. Mesere. Rickcords & Moas, the proprie- 
tors, hearing the melee, rushed into the kitchen, 
and vainly endeavored to stop the work of destruc- 
tion. Only with the aid of several policemen 
did they succeed, and the unfortunate pantry- 
nan was conveyed, against his wishes, to the 

ice station. 

Meanwhile the unsuspecting guests had as- 
sembied in the dining-roum and taken their ac- 
eustomed places with the hilarity bred by savory 
anticipation. Merrily they chatted together and 
flirted with the snowy napkins, while waiting 
for the incoming of the attendants. As the

Mon- 
day night, A. H. Biackall, a dealer in teas, siied 
out an executon aad levied on the parior 
farniture and some other articles to satisfy his 
claim for goods furnished for the house. This 
seizure is claimed by the Assignee to have been 
wholly il! and he proposes to recover pos- 
session of the articles taken away by legal 

rocess. Whether or not the action of Mr. 
Blackall was legal, it was certainly effecti¥e io 

utting an end to the entertainment of guests, 
use the servants, on bearing of it, instantly 
mutinied and refused to go on without pay. 
This state of things continued yesterday morn- 
ing, and resulted in Mr. Huntoon’s closing up 
the establishment and refusing guests. 

An investigation into the affairs of the firm 
show, that they were badly in debt to their help 
and the persons from whom they bought their 
supplies, There were some seventy employes in 
the botel, and the balance due them ran from 
$30 tc $300 each. The overdue gas bill was 
$1,000; the butcher’s bill was $1,000; and 
there were other like scorea at different places 
about the city.

PLUNGED INTO BANKRUPTCY. 

The noble army of landlords in difficulties 

was yesterday increased by the accession of John 

E. Rowland, proprietor of the Metropolitan 


hotel, corner State and Washington streets, who }’ 


came into the United States District Court and 
asked to be adjudged a bankrupt. According to 
the schedule filed, the secured debts of the 
petitioner are three notes, one for $5,000, 
another for $750, and a third for $50, secured 
by chattel mortgage on the furniture in the 
hotel. The payment of these notes has been 
assumed by Hart L, Stewart. The unsecured 
debts amount to $6,541.45, being principally in 
small amounts, incurred for supplies furnished 
the hotel, and for part of which Ira T. Swift is 
also Liable jointly with Rowland. The assets 
comprise $2,765.44 in notes and bills of ex- 
change; also 1,000 shares of stock in the yee 4 
Coal Company of Texas, the par value of wh 
is $56,000. In addition there are open accounts 
to the amount of $1,896,81 due from various 
parties. The furniture and fixtures of the hotel 
are not scheduled as assets, and all the other 
personal J ont oming of the debtor is claimed as ex- 
empt. @ case was sent to Hibbard. 

The adventures of the Metropolitan bave been 
rather curious since its opening. It occupies 
the site of the old St. James, an © moe with it 
the title of the old Randolph street Metropolitan, 
but bas not seemed to meet with the success of 
either of its predecessors.

CRIME. 
CONVICTED OF MURDER. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Osuxosa, Wis., Dec. 18.—The jury in the case 
of Henry Romann, or the killing of Magill, in 
October last, bronght in a verdict, Saturday 
night, of murder in the firet degree. The 
homicide was one of the most remarkable that 
ever occaired in the State; and is has puzzied 
many disinterested persons to form a satisfac- 
tory theory of the prisoner’s guilt or innocence. 
Romann, who is a young Swisa, went to the 
house of Magill, early in the evenin , to nego- 
tiate for the purchase of Magili’s house 
and lot,—baving in his possession several 
bundred dollars in money. The testimony 
shows that he arose to go once or twice, but was 
induced to stay by M ’s solicitations. Finally, 
he started for home, aod Magill accompanied 
him to the gate. In a few minutes after, a noise 


was heard, and Romann, all bloody and excited, | 


came back and told Mrs, Magili that her bus- 
band had tried to kill bm for his money, and 
that he had stabbed him in self-defense.. Then 
a quarrel ensued between Romann and the 
woman, in which the latter was cut in the hands; 
the neighbors rushed in, and ann escaped, 
but was afterwards captured at Berlin. The 
jury evidently acted upon the theory that the 
killing wae premeditated and without justifica- 
tion. 


A FORGER.

Luvcoty, Neb., Dec. 14.—Yesterday Detective 
Washburn, of Worcester, passed through, hav- 
ing in charge Lucien B. Pond, arrested in San 
Francisco, bound for Australia.

Pond is 60 years of 
age, and is a fine-looking man.

Curcago, Dee. 4, 1875.—Te the Second Baptist 
Church—MYy Dram PreorLe: Through tour years we 
have labored together harmoaiousiy and happiiy. I 
have wrought among you with such fidelity and avility 
as God has given me, always desiring to be loyal 
to the senior pastor and to you, The kind- 
ness with which you received me sat the frst, 
the love you have always seemed to give me, the gen- 
erous co-operation you have accorded me, the consid- 
eration you have shown me, will remain among the 
most delightsui memories of my life. The time seems 
to have arrived for our peculiar relations to come to an 
end, The Theological Seminary, which may be called 
the offspring of your enterprise and liberality, having 
reached a serious crisis in its affaira, | have been in- 
vited and urgently pressed to undertake to complete 
what you began, and raise an endowment for it. After

I therefore resign the position I have tried to fll 
among you, with the expectation of entering upon my 
new duties Jan, 1, 1876, I beg allof you to believe 
that I aim not forgetful of the interests of the church, 
and am doing whatI believe to be my duty, and for 
the best interests of this church and of our Lord's 
cause, Your prosperity will continue to be dear to me, 
and I shail not cease to speak in your honor, labor for 
your succeses,and pray for your welfare. There is 
much inmy pvew work that is repugnant to my taste 
and inclination, but my heart will be in the cause, I 
plead and earnestly entreat your prayers for my suc- 
cess, May the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with

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” ERRING JUDGES. 


The Fifth Ward Gentlemen Up 
for Trial. 


Difficulties Encountered in Raising a 
Jury---An Unsatisfactory 
Result. 


The Testimony for the Prosecution Begun. 


The trial of thé indicted judges of election of 
the First Precinct of the Fifth Ward was called 
in the Criminal Court yesterday morning, in the 
presence of a large concourse of spectators. 

The defendants were represented by their 
counsel, Messrs. Trade and O'Brien, and in ad- 
vance of anythivg being done they appeared m 
person at the bar of justice. Otto Bluhm tried 
to be cheerful as he gazed into the State's Attor- 
ney’s face, but James Gieason and W.J. Me- 
Kinney, in endesvoring to follow bis 
example, betrayed their weakness, and 
displayed a nervousness at times which excited 
attention and remark. The former could not 
keep the water out of his eyes, and it was with 
the test difficulty that the latter could raise 
his from the floor. | 

The case was called at 10:15 o'clock by Mr. 
Reed, who ordered the clerk to 

CALL A JURY, 

which he proceeded to do instanter. Twelve 
names were called, and twelve persons answered 
and took their seats. Mr. Read put them, one 
by one, through a rigid examination 
as to their qualifications as urors, 
assisted by Wirt Dexter, the representative of 
the Citizens’ Association. Going through the 
panel carefully. it was found that they were 
divided in profeseion between teamsters, labor- 
ers, and saloon-keepers, aud that in nationality 
the Irish edominated, with here and there a 
German and Norwegian sandwiched in to give 
variety. The spectacic was not a remarkable 
one to Mr. Reed, accustomed as he isfrom day 
to dayto deal with the loafer and bummer ele- 
ment of the city as jurors, but to Mr. Dexter the 
sight was disheartening. He had seen many 
juries, but the one before him eclipsed them ali, 
and he was beard to remark that, if 
the jury before him was a fair 
sample, he wondered how convictions 
could ever be obtained. Of the twelve, four 
were peremptorily excused as against Mr. Glea- 
son, the State’s Attorney taking the position 
that be hadaright to challenge six jurors as 
against each defendant. 

The cotnsel for the defendants objected to 
the proposition, and contended that it was not 
founded on law, but the Court decided that it 
was, and the impanelirg was proceeded with un- 
tei the regular vevire had been exhausted. 

A SPECIAL VENIRE 
was ordered for twenty-four men, and the Sher- 
iff was called upon the bench by the Court, and 
instructed to see that none but first-class busi- 
ness-men were summoned. The Court then took 
a recess until 1:30. 

When the Court again convened, only a few 
of those summoned as jurors had appeared, but 
they were still coming in. To reach the room 
they haa to pase through a line of the defend- 
ants’ friends, who were stationed around the 
door, and such as were known to a runver for 
the counsel of the defense had to undergo the 
further ordeal of a brisk shaking of hands be- 
fore taking a seat. In fact, there were a great 
many things in connection with the special 
veuire which looked suspicious, but may be sus- 
ceptible of explanation, except the fact that in 
the entire list brought in not one was a first- 
class business man, or well known in the 
city. Their examivation showed that most 
of them bad either been summoned in saloons, 
or were proprietors of such establishments, and 
that several were so ignorant as not to know 
whether they had any opinion of the case or not 
in advance of bearing the evidence. One can 
gain a better idea of the crowd when it is said 
tijat Mr. Reed failed to fill the panel before ex- 
thusting the vevire. He appeared to seek out 
the more intelligent, while the defense in its se- 
lections manifested a love for the other ex:reme, 
and between the two fires very few were agreed 


upon. 
THE NEXT RESORT 

to complete the panel was to summon from the 
bystanders. Several were called and excused, 
aod finally a juror on the regular venire who 
bed been mysteriousiv absent up to that mo- 
ment was called at the inatance of a bailiff 
and took his seat. Mr. Reed gave bim a rigid 
examination, and satisfied himself that he waa 
unworthy a plase on the jurv, and allowed him to 
step down, be being the eighteenth man he had 
challenged. The jury was fioally completed, 
however, and although the prosecution had 
labored zealously and done their utmost to ob- 
tain good men, it was by no means satisfactory, 
it being discovered that among those .selected 
was one of the Harkins brothers, and several of 

uestionable fitness for the trial of the cause. 
They were powerless, however, to make any cor- 
rections, having already exhausted their ricbt of 
challenge. The following ie a list of the jarors; 
Patrick Harkins, M. O'Connor, George Isen- 
stein, James Egan, A. Kinzie, John Dickev, L. 
L. Smith, A. E, Hill. Louis Olson, M. B. Baliow, 
Henry Baliow, and A. H. Higginbotham. 

THE OPENING. 

The case was briefly etated to the jury by Mr. 
Reed. who set forth that the defendants had 
been indicted for wilfully neglecting their duty 
in failing to properly certify to the election-re- 
turns where they were judges. 

Mr. Trade opened for the defendants, in which 
he took occasion to abuse the witoesses for the 
people (who had been requested to leave the 
room) unnecessarily, setting forth in general 
terms that the defendants were being prosecat- 
ed for the @1,000 reward offered by the Citizens’ 
Association for the conviction of any judge of 
election, etc. 

THE EVIDENCE COMMENCED. 

Joho S. Cooper was the first witness. He tes- 
tified that he resided in the Fifth Ward, First 
Precinct, on the 2d day of November, and that 
an election was held there, at which the defend- 
ants were judges. Over 800 votes were polled. 
He was not at the polls when the ballot-box was 
opened, but came in afterward. He heard the 
judges say that they bad counted the number 
of tickets, and that there was a discrepancy 
between the number of ballots and the 
number of names on the poll-list, there 
bemge five more names thag tickets. 
He suggested that the judges proceed 
to canvass the vote. The straight tickets were 
selected from the others, of which 455 were Re- 
publican, and 265 Opposition. The scratched 
tickets were then counted, and the result was 
carried out on thie tally-sheet. “He looked over 
the tally-sheet, and found that the vote for 
Treasurer eggregated 880. Seeing that there 
was a mistake somewhere, one of the defend- 
ants and himself recounted the straight tickets, 
and found them correct. The scratched tickets 
were then counted py himself and clerks, the 
judges going out of the room. During the 
eount one of the defendants came in, and sub- 
sequently the witness found a package of tweo- 
ty-nine Opposition tickets mixed with the other 
ticketa, which bad not been strung, and enough 
of the same kind scattered on the table to make 
about fifty in all. He did not know where the 
tickets came from, but the judges were Oppo- 
sition men, and two of them told him they were 
anxious to see Col. Clearyelected. He gathered 
the uristrung tickets in a pile, and Mr. Gleason 
grabbed them and mixed them up with the otner 
tickets, saying that it was nonsense to throw 
them out because they had not been strung, 
The witness again separated the unstrung bal- 
lots, and again Gieason mixed them up. At this 
time Bluhm and McKinney came in aad said it 
would not do to count them, when Gieason, who 
was drunk, took bis band and swept the tickets 
on the floor. The tickets were again picked up, 
when it was found that some of them 
were missing. Gleason afterwards picked up the 
empty balot-box, aod started off with it. He 
was brought back, and ao effort was made to 
agree upon “returns,” bat Gleason was stub- 
born. The judges finally signed the tally-sheet 
under protest, and the ballots that haa not been 
destroyed in the melee were put into the ballot- 
box, and the same was sealed. This was about 
3:30 o'clock in the morning. : 

OCross-eramined : He was not at the polis 
when the baliot-box was opened, bat came soon 
efter and brought a bottle of whisky, from which 
the jndees drank. 

At this juneture the Court inquired if 1t would 
be possible for the defense to finish the ex- 
amination of the wituess before adjournment. 
The reply being in the negative, the court was 
declared adjourned until 10 o'clock this morning. 

The jury was placed under the care of the 
Sheriff. and ordered to be kent together during 
the night. They lodged at the Sherman House 
last evening.
